Rebel* Make an Unsuccessful Attempt 


to Capture Waterworks. 


New York, March 6—The New York 


Journal pnnts a. cable from Manila re- 
porting the Filipinos attempted today 
to capture the water works six miles 
from the city and the attack was re- 
pulsed, the rebel loss being 17 killed 
and many wounded. The American loss 
was two wounded. 


The Plan of General OU«. 


Washington, March 6—There is some 


reason to expect importantv_news from 
Manila within a fortnight. It has 
developed that General Otis has prac- 
tically completed plans for a grand on- 
slaught on the insurgents, expected to 
deprive them of offensive power at 
least. Probably he will form a large 
part of this force into columns as scon 
as reinforcements arrive and push 
parallel hnes through the 
jungles, 


clearing out the insurgents in every 
direction. 


The American troops are getting 


restless and nervous under the petty, 
but annoying sharps-hooting of the 
Filipinos and are so anxious to put a 
stop to it that General Otis has yielded 
to their desire. The total American 
strength now at and enroute to Manila 
is 41,000 officers and men. No further 
reinforcements are contemplated.

FIGHT WITH BURGLARS 


Which May Result In the Death of a 


Lowell Police Officer,.' 


Beaten Unmercifully and Shot 


by Desperadoes. 


Surprised Them While at Work Upon a Safe 


j\ and Attempted Capture. 


Lowell, Mass., March 6.—As a result of 


an encounter with two desperate burg- 
lars, whom he surprised while attempt- 
ing to crack a safe in the office of Scan- 
neli 4 Wholey, in the Ay«r city district, 
at midnight Saturday night, Reserve 
Officer John F. Healy now lies at death's 
door at St. John's hospital, suffering from 
three bullet wounds and a terribly bat- 
tered head. 


The desperadoes had previously held 


up a lamp-lighter and had also broken 
open a safe in the office of the soap fac 
tory and grain warehouse of W. A. Dick- 
inson, corner of Howard and Tanner 
streets, where they procured $12 or J15, 
and the result of their encounter with 
Officer Healy shows tbat they were men 
who would not stop at murder. 


It was about 1 o'clock when the affair 


happened, the officer having just gone 
out on the 12.30 a. m. shift. Just before 
reaching Scannell * Wholey's office door 
Patrolman Healy saw the form of a man, 
and, 
suspecting that something crooked 


was going on, he hastened to the spot, 
and as he reached the office door a man 
sprang suddenly out and, shoving; the 
muzzle of a revolver into his face, cried: 
"Hold up your hands; I've got you." 


Officer Healy reached for his own re- 


volver, a 38-callber, self-acting Smith A 
Wesson, and as he idid the burglar shot, 
but the bullet went wide. 


The officer by this time had drawn his 


revolver, and, taking a deadly aim at the 
burglar, pulled the trigger. There was a 
click, but no report He pulled again, 
but the weapon refused to act. During 
this time the burglar fired again, the 
shot taking effect in the officer's left l«g 
near the knee. 
In desperation the officer threw aside 
Us revolver and gripping his night atlek 
felled the burglar with a blow on the 
head. Tbe blow, However, did not knock 
the fellow out, and when the officer 
lumped on Mm thwe a desperaetstrucgfe 
ensued, a straggle between Ufe and 
death. Over and over they colled in the 
mud la the darkness of the night, and 
when the officer finally got the fellow 
where he was able to clasp the twietere 
en Mm, he cried: "Help, help!"

When I btudieu geography 
several decades ago, I knew tbat Louisi- 
ana had two capitals, one at I7ew Or- 
leans and the other at Baton Bouge. 
They have got tired of entertaining 
legislators at New Orleans of late yean 
and have unloaded the whole job upon 
the smaller and more nearly defenseless 
city. 


Looking back to those old days, I re- 


call that Louisiana was one of the very 
few states which required two vents for 
their legislatures. Connecticut was one, 
with Hartford and New Haven as cap- 
itals, and Rhode Island, the nmallest of 
states, was another, with Providence 
and Newport. Of late years there has 
been a sott of centralization of capitals. 
The fashion of having one at every en- 
terprising eity in a state has fallen into 
disuse. Ydu might tramp all over any 
of the states nowadays and not run the 
risk of blundering into a legislature in 
full blast where it might have been 
least expected. I asked the Pocatello 
man what he thought was the reason 
for the wealth of capitals in earlier 
times. 


"In those days," he said, "the states 


were young and tender and had not 
fully developed their muscle and their 
power of resisting great assaults. It 
was therefore to distribute the evil of 
a legislature sitting over a great deal of 
country so as not to give any particular 
city the worst of it. As time went in 
and a town showed especial hardihood 
and ability to stand great calamity the 
legislature was switched upon it as a 
perpetual and permanent institution. 
New Orleans and Newport and other 
towns which in other days were capitals 
had the good luck to draw two aces and 
to win out, sending the legislature in 
tbe one instance to Baton Bouge and iu 
the other to Providence. It takes a game 
town to stand a persistent plague of 
legislature."—Chicago Record. 


COLOR IN FLAGS. 


Red Predominates largely In the Stand- 


ards of th« Chief Ration*. 


Though the policy of military au- 


thorities in using less glaring colors 5 
uniforms has been very marked of la 
years red remains the most popular co 
or for national standards. Of 25 coun- 
tries 19 have flags with red in them, 
thp list including the United States, 
England, France, Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Spain, Denmark, Belgium, Swe- 
den, 
Switzerland, Turkey, Mexico, 


Chile, Portugal, Venezuela and Cuba. 


The countries which have blue as an 


element of their flags ara the United 
States, Russia, France, England, Hol- 
land, Ecuador, Sweden, Chile, Ven- 
ezuela, Portugal and Cuba. Three coun- 
tries have black as one of the elements 
of their flags, Germany, Belgium and 
China, but Germany is the only one of 
three which has black and white to- 
gether. 


There are five countries (excluding 


from consideration Ireland, the familiar 
flag of which is not officially recognized 
among tbe national standards) which 
have, green as a color; Brazil, the flag 
of which is green chiefly; Mexico, 
Egypt, Italy and Persia. There are nine 
countries in which the Jag is partly of 
yellow. These count es are Austria, 
Spain, Belgium, E«ryi /, Sweden, China, 
Persia, Brazil and 
iiezuela. Countries 


with flags partly \ aite are the United 
States, France, Germany, Russia, Aus- 
tria and Italy, six of the seven chief 
powers. 


There is no white in the national 


standard, of England, but the British 
naval flag has a white background. 
Other countries having white in their 
Sags are Switzerland, Turkey, Persia, 
Japan, Mexico, Holland, Denmark, Por- 
tugal, Cuba, Chile and Ecuador, the 
flag of which is nearer white than any 
other country, being made up of two 
parallel white columns, between which 
is s column of blue, upon which are 
white stara—New York Sun-

Steeple Clocic 


Difficulty is experienced in accurate- 


ly reading ther time of elevated clocks 
on account of the distance between the 
minute hand and the figures. Seen from 
below, the apparent reading may be a 
minute or two wrong, when the hand is 
not at 12 or 0 on account of this dis- 
tance. The perspective throws the hand 
out of position and gives it an apparent 
upward position. On the first quarter 
this makes the reading glow, on the 
last quarter fast. A proposed method of 
correcting this is to make the clock 
face concave so that the tip of the hand 
will almost graze the figures. Then the 
time can be accurately read from below,

A MILD MANNERED PIRATE. 


An Ex-Clark Who Joined the Fierce Seat 


Hover* of tbe Spanish Madn. 


"The Buccaneers of Our Coast" is tbs 


title of s series of narrative (sketches 
that Frank R. Stockton is writing for 
St. Nicholas. In speaking of John Es- 
qnemeling, who jeined tbe buccaneers 
and became their historian, Mr. Stock- 
ton says: 


It must have been a strange thing for 


a man accustomed to pens and ink, to 
yardsticks and scales, to offer to enroll 
himself in a company of bloody, big 
bearded pirates, but a man must eat, 
and buccaneering was the only profes- 
sion open to our ex-clerk. For some rea- 
son or other, certainly not on account of 
his brafery and daring, Esquemeling 
was very well received by the pirates of 
Tortuga. Perhaps they liked him be- 
cause he was a mild mannered man and 
so different from themselves, 


As for Esquemeling himself, be soon 


came to entertain tbe highest opinions 
of bis pirate companions. He looked 
upon tbe buccaneers wbo bad distin- 
guished themselves aa great heroes, and 
it must have been extremely gratifying 
to those savage fellows to tell Esque- 
meling all the wonderful things they 
bad done. 
Esquemeling might have 


earned a salary as a listener. 


It was not long before his intense ad-, 


miration of the buccaneers and their per- 
formances began to produce in him the 
feeling that these great exploits should 
not be lost to tbe world, and so be aet 
about writing their lives and adventures. 


He remained with the pirates for sev- 


eral years and during that time worked 
very industriously getting together ma- 
terial for his history. When he returned 
to bis own country in 1673, he there 
completed a book which he'called "Tbe 
Buccaneers of America; or, The True 
Account of tbe Most Remarkable As- 
saults Committed of Late Years Upon 
tbe Coasts of tbe West Indies by the 
Buccaneers, etc. By John Esquemeling, 
One of tbe Buccaneers, Who Was Pres- 
ent at Those Tragedies." ' 


From this title it is probable that in 


the capacity of reporter our literary pi- 
rate accompanied bis comrades on their 
various voyages and assaults, and al- 
though be states be was present at many 
of "those tragedies" he makes no refer- 
ence to any deeds of valor or cruelty 
performed by himself, which shows him 
to have been a wonderfully conscien- 
tious historian. There ate persons, how* 
ever, wbo doubt his impartiality, be- 
cause, as be liked tbe French, be al- 
ways gave tbe pirates of tbatnationality 
the credit for most of tbe bravery dis- 
played on their expeditions, and all of 
tba magnanimity and courtesy, if there 
happened to beany, while tbe surliness, 
brutality and extraordinary wickedness 
were all ascribed to tba English.

The ex- 
press elevator which shoots him np to 
the sixteejith story or drops him with 
breathless speed to the basement Is a 
product of this same American haste 
and economy, and without the elevator 
the tall office building would be an im- 
possibility. It is the triumphant suc- 
cess of the skyscraper as a time saving 
invention which has made it so con- 
spicuous and insistent an element in our 
American architecture.—Engineering 
Magazine. 


WHISTLING WELLS. 


Natural Barometer* Which Foretell Storm* 


In Wiacongin. 


A freak of nature which is"attracting 


considerable attention is a series of 


I blowing or "whistling" wells located 
1 in the northern part of the town of Eu- 


reka, in Polk county, Wis. There are 


' six of these hysterical wells, ranging in 


depth from 120 to 160 feet. The one 
owned by James Col tin exhibits most 
remarkable features. This well is 130 
feet deep and was dug 15 years ago. 
The first 30 feet was hardpan and the 
rest coarse gravel. 


Before a rainstorm the wind blows 


ont of this well with great force, mak- 
ing a roaring sound that can be heard a 
long distance. The wind is so hot that 
water placed on the cover of the well 
will boil. The wind blows ont only be- 
fore a storm, and the severity and du- 
ration of the storm are always in exact 
proportion to the force of this current 


mences. It is therefore an accurate and 
trustworthy barometer, or vice versa, 
with equal accuracy, but remains quiet 
in settled weather. 


In winter a current of air is drawn 


in before a change of weather just as 
forcibly as it blows out in hot weather. 
This current will freeze the water 120 
feet from the surface of tbe earth as 
quickly as it would at tbe surface, and, 
though many attempts have been made 
to use a pump in the well, they have 
all failed, and a number of pumps of 
different makes have been destroyed by 
the water freezing and bursting tha 
cylinders and pipes. 


The other flije wells, which resemble 


this one in many respects, are all locat- 
ed within the radius of about one mile 
and vary in depth from 130 to 160 feet. 


All sorts of theories have been ad- 


vanced concerning an underground pas- 
sage, bnt no outlet ha%«ver been discov- 
ered, and if there is one it must be a 
great distance away in order to foretell 
the approach of storms so long a timo 
in advance.—-Philadelphia .Record.

Cost Us the Sum of 


EXPLOSION OF POWDER 


CMiei the Z.OM of a Number of lire* 


and Razes Many Baildiiigi. 


Toulon, March 6.—The naval powder 


magazine of La, Gcubran, between La 
Seyne and- Toulon, in the department of 
Var, southern France, exploded at 2.30 
yesterday morning. All of the soldiers 
on duty at the magazine were killed, and 
a number of the inhabitants of the sur- 
rounding district, in the buildings which 
were razed, also fell victims. Forty 
corpses have already been recovered 
i'he cause of the explosion is not known. 


It is thought that the explosion orig- 


inated in chemical decomposition in 
smokeless powder. 
There is no sug- 


gestion of foul play. 


The whole city Is !u uiourning, flags 


are at half mast, the theatres are draped 
and the casinos closed. 


The government and the municipal 


authorities are forwarding relief funds. 
M. Lockery, minister of marine, has tel- 
egraphed 10,000 francs toward the main- 
tenance of the families of the victims, 
and a public subscription has been 
opened here. 


Fifty thousand pounds of black pow- 


der exploded. ' It looks as though a 
volcanic erruption had occurred, ,the 
country being1 swept almost bare within 
a radms of two mites, houses destroyed, 
trees overturned and distorted, fields 
devastated and covered with stones and 
black dust.

Some of the stones are enormous. Oae 


weighing 50 kilogrammes fell in Pont 
De Las. 
Signs of the explosion are evi- 


dent in all the suburbs of Toulon, and in 
tbe city' itself. 
Even at St. Jean De 


Var, five miles distant, windows were 
shattered and doors battered in. 


Later reports show that of the seven 


•entries four were killed outright, and 
the others severely injured, the corporal 
being literally-scalped, and the scalp 
overhanging his face like a veil. 


A large number of soldiers are now en- 


gaged in clearing away the debris, but 
the work Is very difficult. 
It is impos- 


sible to ascertain accurately the number 
killed, but it is believed that no fewer 
than 100 were injured. 


Although It was a clear night, the ex-

Washington, March S.—The house of 


representatives of the late congress 
passed 1635 bills and resolutions, against 
1200 by the Fifty-fourth, 951 by 
the 


Fifty-third, and 892 by the Fifty-second 
congresses respectively. 
The work of 


the house for its three sessions appears 
as a n°\\ and valuable feature of the 
house calendar. This covers a recapit- 
ulation of the entire work, and an ap- 
pendix of over 50 pages, giving the status 
of every bill that ha» been reported to 
the house during the last two years. 
Under the title "army," 42 distinct 
measures are given. 
It presents at a. 


glance full Information on all the house 
has done on any subject. 
The appendix, 


index, etc., were prepared by Tally Clerk 
Wakefleld of the house staff. 


The president expresses himself as 


well pleased in general with the outcome 
of the session of congress Just closed. 
He takes a hopeful view of conditions, 
believing that the failures of congress 
to meet the requirements in several in- 
stances will not operate to embarrass the 
government seriously. It was the pur- 
pose of the president, had congress 
listened favorably to his request for au- 
thority to appoint four additional major 
generals, to have named Generals Fitz- 
hugh Lee, Wheeler, Wilson and Wood. 


It was a bitter disappointment to the 


war department that die request of the 
president for authority to appoint only 
one additional major general of regulars 
should have been negatived. It was the 
purpose to name for that honor General 
Shafter, in order that he might retire 
with the laurels he has earned. The 
general must be retired by law on the 
14th of the present month, and must go 
out with only a volunteer commission. 
It is the purpose to give him at least this. 


The official statement of Representa- 


tive CaBnon of Illinois, chairman of the 
house appropriation committee, sum- 
ming up the appropriations of the Fifty- 
fifth congress, shows an aggregate ap- 
propriation by the entire congress of 
$1,566,890,016, and for the session just 
closed, a total of $673,658,400, with au- 
thor) t/ for contracts, subject to future 
.appropriations, amounting to $70,000,000. 
Chairman Cannon's statement follows: 


The appropriations made at the session 


of congress just closed amount approxi- 
mately to $673,658,400, and show an ap- 
parent reduction of $J1?,573,000 under the 
appropriations made at the preceding 
session. This is attributable to the large 
expenses occasioned by the war with 
Spain that were providing for during the 
preceding session. 
' 


The entire appropriations made by the 


Fifty-fifth congress aggregate $1,566, 
890,016. Of this sum $482,562,083 ia di- 
rectly chargeabla io our late war with 
Spain or incident thereto. Deducting 
this charge from the whole amount of the 
appropriations the remainder, $1,084,- 
327,632, represents the ordinary or nor- 
mal appropriations made by the Fifty- 
fifth congress. 


The appropriations made oy the pre- 


ceding 
congress; 
the 
Fifty-fourth 


amounted to $1,044,580.273. A compari- 
son shows an increase in ordinary ap- 
propriations made by this congress ovei 
those made by that eongresi, the Fifty- 
fourth, of $39,747,000} but this apparent 
increase is more than accounted for by 
increases u»der eight item* alone, name- 
ly: For penslonst $4,000,000; for the pos- 
tal service, $16,000,000; for rivers and 
harbors, including work und.er contracts 
previously authorized, $3,000,000; for new 
ships for the navy, $.6;000,000; for begin- 
ning the work of the 12th census, $1,000,- 
000; for the Paris exposition, $1,200,000, 
for new public buildings, including the 
building for the department of justice 
and for site and partial construction of 
the new government printing office, 
about $5,000,000, and 
for payment of 


judgments rendered against the govern- 
ment on account of French" spoliations 
and under the Bowman act, $3",100000 
These very natifral and necessary in- 
reases in public expenditure* aggregate 
^39,900,000—more than dissipating the en- 
tire apparent increase' |n the ordinary 
appropriations by this congress over 
those made by the. Fifty-fourth con- 
gress. 


In addition te the direct appropriations 


made at thte session contracts were au- 
thorized, subject' to future appropria- 
tions to be made by'cdngress, amounting 
to about $70,000,900. Of this amount 
$44,000,000 is for additional ships of the 
navy, $22,600,0001* for work on rivers and 
harbors, and something over $8,000,000 
it for public bv(i*pge. The .contract 
system Is of necessity applied to the con- 
struction of new warships which require 
periods of years for their construction. 
In the case of rivers and harbor improve- 
ment* and the construction of public 
building* experience has shown that the 
authorisation of contracts tend ma- 
terially to expedite'* and cheapen the 
same.

The result is an actual deficiency in 


current revenue* amounting on the first 
Of this month to $99,109.554.50. This ue- 
flciency, as shown by a recent conserva- 
tive estimate by Chairman Cannon of 
the appropriation committee, will prob- 
ably reach $159,000,000 on June 30 next. 


It is impossible to estimate with ab- 


solute accuracy the treasury deficiency 
for the coming fiscal year. The secre- 
tary of the treasury, In his annual re- 
port, made in December last, estimated , 
it at about $81,000,000, but It Is now ap- 
parent that it will not be less than $100,- 
000.000. It is almost certain, therefore, 
that the government will be compelled 
during the calendar year 1900 to face 
an actual treasury deficiency. 
The 


$462,000,000 of income arising from the 
sale of bonds under this administration 
,and that of President Cleveland will 
then have been exhausted, and the treas- 
ury will pass from the position of a 
borrowed surplus to an actual deficit. 
Such a condition must be met, either by 
increased taxation or by the issue of 
treasury certificates, or by an additional 
bond issue.

It is fair to deduce from this total 


$4SS,662,053, made necessary to meet the 
liabilities of the Spanish war. So if ^ e 
deduct from the grand total the lia- 
bilities on account of the Spanish war, it 
appears that the appropriations for the 
ordinary expenses of the government 
are $1,084,327.932. 
The appropriations 


of the congress Just ended, to meet or- 
dinary governmental expenses, exceed 
those of the preceding (Fifty-fourth) 
by $39,747,658. 
Not only this, but the 


contract liabilities authorized by the 
congress just expired for new ships and 
their armament, public buildings, rivers 
and harbors and miscellaneous Items 
amount to $70,602,524, 
If, therefore, to 


the ordinary appropriations is added the 
liabilities on account of these authorized 
contracts, we ascertain that the appro- 
priations and contract liabilities amount 
to the tremendouartbtal of $1,154.930,456. 


These Increased appropriations have 


gone for French spoliation claims, pub- 
lic buildings, rivers, harbors, Bowman 
act claims and hundreds of other pro- 
jects, some meritorious, but many of 
them not entitled to recognition by the 
national government. 
In nearly every 


branch of the civil service there has beei 
an increase of• appropriations. 
The 


time has come to- reform the scale of 
national expenditures. The reckless 
Improvidence of the outgoing congress 
will at least serve the good purpose of 
arousing the people and of causing them 
to send representatives to the national 
capital who v\ 1 reduce the burdens im- 
posed by riotous appropriatlons-

An instance baa recently occurred of 


a well known man refuting for super- 
stitions reasons to live in a beautiful 
louse he hud bnilt until some one else, 
a perfect stranger, had occupied it for 
some little time. 


If ever there has been a superstition 


tbat appears justif d by solid fact and 
precedent, it is that which prevails 
about the building of a house. Few 
Who erect costly mansions for their 
own use ever live to occupy them. An 
ill fate seems to bar the doors of these 
abodes upon which baa been lavished so 
much thought and money and hope. 
Sometimes it is death and sometimes it 
is ruin that overtakes the owner. 


So widespread and so powerful is this 


strange superstition that one finds even 
an intellectual man like Lord Salisbury 
insisting on leasing to strangers for sev- 
eral months the- beautiful home which 
he has had erected for himself at Beau- 
lien, on the Riviera, before he will con- 
Bent to occupy it himself or to permit 
any member of his family to cross its 
threshold. 


Lord Salisbury, however, has only to 


look round him in London to find ample 
grounds for the adoption of such ex- 
traordinary and at first sight unneces- 
sary precautions. The completion of 
Lord Revelstoke'a palace in Charles 
street coincided with the bankruptcy of 
the great firm of Baring Bros., of 
which he was the principal, and it has 
remained ever since an exquisite monu- 
ment to the futility of human hopes and 
ambition. 


Mr. Sanford had hardly finished re- 


building the exterior of his magnificent 
mansion in Carlton House terrace when 
the collapse of Argentine securities oc- 
curred, involving him in ruin and com- 
pelling him to dispose of it to Mrs. 
Mackay. of "Bonanza" fame. 


The Marquis de Santurce, having 


purchased the neighboring house from 
Lady Granville, spent a fortune upon 
the reconstruction and adornment of 
the interior. But before the work was 
completed he in turn was overtaken by 
the terrible disaster which befell the 
well known Anglo-Spanish banking 
house of Murrieta, of which he was the 
chief director, and he had no alterna- 
tive but to sell the house to Mr. W, W. 
Astor. 


The downfall of Hudson, the railway 


king, occurred at the same time as the 
completion of the great house he was 
having built for himself at the Albert 
gate entrance to Hyde park, while in 
the same manner Baron Albert Grant 
witnessed the piecemeal sale of the gor- 
geous palace he had erected at Kensing- 
ton, bnt was never destined to occupy. 
. This is why there are, comparatively, 
so few new mansions of a palatial char- 
acter either in London or the country. 
Persons possessed of adequate means 
and in need of either a town or country 
residence prefer as a rule to purchase 
homes tbat have been lived in to build- 
ing new ones. If they do any building 
at all they, in general, cause it to take 
the form of addition? to or alterations 
of edifices no longer new. 


Even then the owners endeavor'to 


safeguard themselves from the possibil- 
ity of danger by letting their residences 
for the express purpose, as they say in 
France, of "wiping the dust from otf 
the plastered walls." 


Nowhere is this.superstition more 


powerful than in Bavaria, where many 
of the most picturesque spots, especial- 
ly in the mountainous districts, are 
adorned with fairylike palaces. None of 
them has been entirely completed, for 
insanity and violent death overtook the 
brilliant and accomplished King Lad- 
wig, who conceived their design, but 
unfortunately perished before their 
completion.

I Nor even have the builders of many 
bf the splendid structures that adorn 
the French metropolis been more fortu- 
nate. Thu^ M. Jules Grevy had scarce- 
ly completed the construction of his 
lordly mansion in the Avenue d'lena 
when the scandalous behavior of hie 
Bon-in-law, Daniel Wilson, overwhelm- 
ed him with disgrace and compelled 
bim to resign the presidency of the re- 
public amid a perfect hurricane of pub- 
lic obloquy. 


The Empress Eugenie's' only sister, 


the late Duchess of Alba, had not occu- 
pied the lovely palace erected for her 
in the Champs Elysees more than a few 
months before she was seized with a 
sudden illness and died there in a man- 
ner so mysterious as to give rise to ru- 
mors of foul play. The building was 
subsequently pulled down. 


Another equally unlucky house is 


that now owned by the widow of the 
late Baron Eirscb. Situated at the cor- 
ner of the Rue de 1'Elysee and of the 
Avenue Gabriel, it was erected by the 
Due de Mouchy. He had not occupied 
the house more than a few weeks before 
\t was the scene of a daring burglary 
tbat covered its noble owner with ridi- 
cule. Two months after, his daughter 
3ied there eo suddenly and under such 
strange circumstances tbat the duchess 
would not consent to remain longer in 
such an ill omened house.—London 
Mail

His freckled, 
anxious face is standing there gazing 
at me now. He is looking up now, bnt 
for nearly all his life he has looked down 
as he has ahined the big feet of small 
men. 
' "Mr. Speaker, Mr. Tibbs is not here 
as a supplicant for pity or sympathy. 
Mr. Tibbs is a man and the bead of a 
family., Mr. Tibbs has met the dizzy, 
sinsick world and won ont. He has not 
become as dizzy or as sick as you and I, 
and, therefore, I will not refer to the 
hnmble home of Mr. Tibbs or the old 
mother who, no doubt, is on her knees 
praying to Almighty God for Mr. Tibbs 
I will not refer to the paralyzed brother 
who, like myself, knows that Mr. Tibbs 
cannot fail. Bnt somehow I feel cold 
when I think of that snowstorm out 
yonder and how it must rattle the cnr- 
tainless windows of Mr. Tibbs' resi- 
dence. And, Mr. Speaker, I somehow 
do wish tbat the mother of Mr. Tibbs 
would kindly mention this great senate 
in tbat prayer, for, if she did, I believe 
it would suit its constituents better, and 
we wonl&come nearer coming back next 
time. 


"Mr. Tibbs, like myself, has been 


blown into this senate by the sublimity 
of luck. Destiny chooses her disciples 
with unerring aim, and those who op- 
pose Mr. fibbs are fighting God. I will 
tell yon why I think this. I am stop- 
ping at the Tulane- hotel, by the faith 
of the host thereof. My wife and baby 
are with me there. Yesterday morning 
I had been up very early discussing the 
question of a new constitution for my- 
self and my state. 


"At 8 in the morning Sarah was soft- 


ly humming to the teething baby, rock- 
ing him back to rest, to sleep and to 
forgetfulness, which is the only rest. 
The old refrain rose and fell as the cod- 
ding of a flower: 


"Jesns can make a dying bed

HOW BtRGEANT VAUQHAN SAVED A 


lift AT A HOTIL FIRE.

Jacob A. Biig, autcor of "How the 


Other H«1f Lives, "writes of "Heroes 
Who Fight Fire" in The Century. The 
article is one of the series "Heroes of 
Peace." Mr. Kiis tells the following 
story of a heroic rescue at the Hotel 
Royal fire in New York some years ago: 


Sergeant Vanghan went up on the 


roof. The smoke was so dense there 
tbat he could see little, bnt through it 
he heard a cry for help and made out 
the gbape of a man standing upon a 
window sill in the fifth story overlook- 
ing the courtyard of the hotel. The 
yard was between them. Bidding his 
men follow—(hey were five all told— 
he rau down and around in the next 
street to tho roof of the house that 
formed an angle with the hotel wing. 
There stood the man below bim only a 
jump away, bnt a jump which no mor- 
tal might take and live. His face and 
hands were black with smoke. Vaughan, 
looking down, thought him a negro. He 
was perfectly calm. 


"It is no use," he said, glancing np. 


"Don't toy. You can'* do it." 


The sergeant looked wistfully about 


him. Not a stick or a piece of rope was 
in sight. Every shred was used below. 
There was absolutely nothing. "But I 
couldn't let him," he said to me months 
after, when be bad come out of the hos- 
pital a whole man again and was back 
at work, "I just couldn't, standing 
there so quiet and brave." To the men 
he said sharply: 


"I want you to do exactly as I tell 


you now. Don't grab me, but let me 
get the first grab." He had noticed tbat 
the man wore a heavy overcoat, and had 
already laid his plan. 


"Don't try," urged the man. "You 


cannot save me. I will stay here till it 
gets top hot, then I will jump." 


"No, you won't," from tbe sergeant, 


as be lay at full length on the roof, look- 
ing over. "It is a pretty hard yard down 
there. I will get you or go dead myself.'' 


The four sat on tbe sergeant's legs as 


be swung free down to the waist, so he 
was almost able to reach tbe man on the 
window, with outstretched hands, 


"Now, jump—quick t" he command- 


ed, and the man jumped. He caught 
bim by both wrists as directed, and the 
sergeant got a grip on the collar of his 
coat 


"Hoist!" be shouted to tbe four on 


the roof, and they tugged with tbeir 
might. Tbe sergeant's' body did not 
move. Bending over till the back creak- 
ed, it hung over tbe edge, a weight of 
203 pounds suspended from and holding 
it down. The cold sweat started upon 
hie men's foreheads as tbey tried and 
tried again, without gaining an inch. 
Blood dripped from Sergeant Vaughan's 
nostrils and ears. Sixty feet below was 
the paved courtyard. Over against him 
was the window, behind which he eaw 
the back draft coming, gathering bead- 
way with lurid, swirling smoke. Now 
it burst through, burning the hair and 
tbe coats of the two. For an instant be 
thought all hope was gone. 


Bnt in a flash it came back to him. 


To relieve tbe terrible dead weight tbat 
wrenched and tore at his muscles be 
was swinging the man to and fro like a 
pendulum, bead touching head. 
He 


could swing him np I A smothered shout 
Warned his men. Tbey crept nearer tbe 
edge without letting go their grip on 
him and wutobed wicb staring eyes tba 
human pendulum swing wider and wid- 
er, farther and farther, until now, with 
a mighty effort, it swnng within tbeir 
reach. They caught the skirt of the coat, 
held on, pulled in, and in a moment 
lifted him over the edge. 


They lay upon the roof, all aix, 


breathless, sightless, tbeir faces turned 
jto the winter sky. The tumult of the 
street came up as a faint echo. The 
'•pray of a score of engines pumping be- 
low fell upon them, froze and covered 
them with ice. The vejy roar of the fire 
seemed far off. Tbe sergeant was the 
first to recover. He carried down tbe 
man he bad saved and saw bim sent off 
to the hospital. Then first he noticed 
that he was not a negro. Tbe smut bad 
been rubbed off his face. Monday bad 
dawned before he came to, and days 
jjassed before he knew bis rescuer. Ser- 
geant Vanghan was laid up himself 
then. He had returned to bis work and 
finished it, but wbat he bad gone 
through was too much for human 
strength. It was spring before be re- 
Burned to bis quarters, to find himself 
promoted, petted and made much of.

Haibtues of Riverside drive, between 


Beventy-flfth and Eightieth streets, on 
»ery sunny days have noticed a middle 
aged man carrying a case, which ap- 
pears to ba about three feet long by one 
foot deep and two feet wide. It is ap- 
parently a blaok leather case with aa 
ordinary grip handle to the upper part, 
and the man, seeking some unfrequent- 
ed piece of wall, generally one of the 
embrasures, places his case on the wall, 
smokes his pipe and loiters around, look- 
ing at the ever changing river and its 
traffic. If others come around, he move* 
011, but if not he may stay there from 
two to three hours in the foil son. Ha 
is a rat catcher, or rather a rat driver. 
He works only in large warehouses and 
does not tenoh the mailer dwelling 
houses or flats except in rare cases. 


He is a Scandinavian whom nothing 


will « arm to conversation but his na- 
tive tongue. His case is wood on the 
back, ends and bottom and wire on the 
front and top. 
There are neat spring 


shades which roll down over front and 
top. In this cage are eight or ten large 
rate. If any one comes near, down go 
the shades, but as long as the coast is 
clear the shades are up and the rats ara 
running around basking in the sunlight. 
If be takes yon into his confidence, ha 
will tell you that it is with these rats 
he clears buildings. The other day ha 
said: 


"When I was living in Stockholm, 


the large granaries were full of rats, 
and a reward was offered to clear town. 
Many tried. Traps were sat by the 
hundred. 


"One man bnilt a room as large as an 


ordinary parlor, cased it with tin and 
fed the rats with oatmeal scented with 
oil of aniseed, gradually laying trains 
of this feed to the room until he bad all 
the rats on a string. Then he fitted an 
automatic drop to the entrance, and 
when his rats were feeding he caged 
them all, several hundred. The first 
man who did this went into the room 
with dogs to kill them and was nearly 
eaten himself, like that farmer out west 
a few weeks ago. The second man 
starved and then poisoned his, bnt in a 
week there were just as many rats as 
ever. 
The supply was inexhaustible 


from the rivers and quays. Poisoning 
was no good because of the terrific 
smell, and so I took the matter in hand. 


"I thought it over and finally set a 


trap and caught some rats. Then I tied 
a piece of wire round their necks, to 
which I slung a little tinkling trass 
bell, and then I let the bell ringers 
loose in the building they had been 
caught in. They knew the runs and 
went to join their friends and relatives,, 
who of course ran from the bells. The 
more they ran the more ran the bell 
carriers, until the building was 'hoo- 
doo' in rat language and not a rat 
would enter. 


"If I could have lured back my bell 


carriers, all would have been well; but, 
familiarity breeding contempt, the rata 
grew accustomed to them and in a few 
months were back again, and as build- 
ing after building had been cleared by 
this trick there was not a rat in the city 
who did not know of the bells. Then I 
tried tarring some rats "with strong 
smelling coal tar, which rats cannot 
bear and will avoid if possible, and this 
answered for awhile, bnt a fire occurred, 
and a rat, tar coated, ran out of tba 
blazing building with his fur ablaze 
and, going into another building not in 
danger, set it on fire — wood gets very 
dry in those old buildings over there—- 
and so an ordinance was passed prohib- 
iting the use of tar. 
"I had made* money, and I came to 


this country. I did well for some years, 
bnt in the depression my capital ran 
short and I failed: eo then I took to 
clearing business places of rats again 
and am doing quite well. 
The first » 


thing is to learn the lay of the building 
where the rats come from. If a grain 
elevator ia near, clear the elevator and 
trap those in the other places. Rats very 
seldom run around more than one build- 
ing, except as an overflow. Then, hav- 
ing determined that point, try the tar, 
then the bell, and after that these fel- 
lows in the cage. They are coated with 
luminous paint, and being exposed to 
the sunlight; bore can be taken to a 
building tonight, loosed and will fly 
through the runs, spreading fear wher- 
ever they go and creating a stampede. 
If you have ever seen luminous paint 
effects, yon can readily understand it. 
The great beauty of this plan is tbat the 
rats do not live more than 24 to 48 
hours after a coating with this paint, so 
thn novelty never wears off. It is a prep- 
aration of lime, which I discovered 'for 
myself, and Has to be newly made and 
mixed like a varnish. This closes the 
pores of the skin, and after chasing 
around to catch np with the flying rela- 
tives the rat is in a sweat, and that fin- 
ishes him, and they never get used to it. 
Will a rat sweat? Well, you cage a rat, 
and then let a terrier 'roll the cage 
around for a few minutes, and yon will 
see a rat aa damp as if dipped into a 
pail of water. I get as high as $20 a 
month for keeping some places in this 
city clear of rats, and I work several 
other cities as well. The only thing I am 
afraid of is the society (Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals), bet I have nearly 
made enough to start in ay own busi- 
ness again, and then I will oaasa rat 
driving. Sell my business? No. I may . 
want again in this city of ups anO 
downs."— New York Sun.

The play 
abounds in bright lines and numerous 
strong situations, and while the story 1 
really continuous it is held together by 
a series of tyjteodes which give the com 
edy Us greatest charm. As a fact, the 
plot might be dropped at any time with- 
out serious detriment, so cleverly are 
the aforesaid episodes blended. 


"Lord and Lady Algy," like tfce ma- 


jority of very light comedies, la baaed 
upon a string of misapprehensions on 
the part of those most interested. There 
is a- sufficient regard for the probabili- 
ties throughout to make the work 
seem possible. However, when analyzed 
thoughtfully, away from the glare of 
the footlights, it is easily seen that very 
little of what transpires on the stage 
can occur in real' life, at any rate out- 
side of an asylum. Nevertheless, and in 
spite of this hypercritlcism, "Lord and 
Lady Algy" if, as has been said, a de- 
lightful play. ' 


At the rise, of the curtain Lord and 


Lady Algy have separated, and the for- 
mer, has, -apartments in a very sumptu- 
ously furnished flat. The two are very 
fond of each other and make no bones 
of admitting it, but both of them be- 
ing sportively inclined they have decid- 
ed opinions as to the merits of certain 
race horses, cigarettes, etc., and--the 
petty squabbles resulting: therefrom are 
responsible for their separation. At the 
end of the play Lord Algy. has lost on a 
certain horse the little money he has 
left, while Lady Algy has won a fortune 
on the horse which beat him. Lord Algy 
is popularly supposed to be a very wild 
sort of rake, and he is in reality no 
saint, although he la not guilty of half 
the • things charged against him. Of 
course the couple are reunited in the 
end after Lord Algy has been suspect- 
ed of being unduly fond of Mrs. Tud- 
way, the wife of his friend, a wealthy 
bone boiler. Tudway and his wife have 
become estranged, and the former has 
earnestly requested Lord Algy to attend 
a ball to be given to bis wife with the 
object of giving that lady some sensi- 
ble advice as to the folly of making 
enormous sacrifices for the purpose of 
getting into society. Tudway incidental- 
ly informs Algy that he is about to go 
to his bone boiling: establishment up 
the country. The wily gentleman, how- 
ever, does not 'leave London and ap- 
pears at the ball en masque, succeeding 
in making himself a nuisance to every 
one present. Algy, tru* to his promise, 
appears, but he is in an outrageously 
intoxicated condition, and Tudway, 
having heard that his wife has visited 
Algy's apartments and not knowing 
that it was for the purpose of meeting 
the latter's brother, the Marquis of 
Quarmby, suspects Algy of being in 
love with Mra. Tudway. When, there- 
fore, he'-sees him in hie drunken fash- 
ion trying to hold confidential converse 
with Mrs.' Tudway, he is infuriated and 
orders the intoxicated lord from '.he 
bouse.

^Tilllam Faversham as Lord Algy 


demonstrated in the second act that he 
is capable of greater finesse than even 
his warmest admirers were inclined to 
think he possessed. As the drunkard in 
the company of ladies and gentlemen he 
gave a performance -which has rarely 
been equaled and never excelled on the 
New York stage. It is 'the best imper- 
sonation of a drunkard, given by a roan, 
that I have ever seen. I think it even 
exceeds in subtlety Maude Adams' 
feigned tipsiness in "The Masked Ball," 
a bit.of work, by the way, which was 
the .direct means of launching her on the 
way .to successful starhood. 


In.the first act Mr. Faversham Is ac- 


ceptable,. 3uat as any actor receiving a 
salary .of $75 or $100 would be In the 
third.act he was exceedingly good, and 
to equal hia .work it would be neceaaary 
to find a really high grade leading man, 
while in the.second act I think it is no

Miss Millward was to me a distinct dis- 


appointment as Lady Algy. She is a com- 
petent actress at all times, but she seems 
to have a little musical scale which 
she runs over in her'speeches. If the 
speech happens to be twice as long as 
the scale, she runs it twice, and if ten 
times as long she runs over it tpn times. 
While this may be pleasant at first it 
gets decidedly monotonous when it la 
continued throughout an .evening. 


Mlss'Robson was as outrageously un- 


natural as Mrs. Vokins in "Lord and 
Lady Algy" as she also was in "The 
Conquerors." on the American stage

Riders or promoters 
who break the rules are fined or the 
tracks suspended, and in this way the 
'sport is kept clean, and the interests 
of all parties are protected. 


"Last season-' for the first time the 


promoters were obliged to put up a 
purse at every national circuit meet of 
$ioO for a national championship event. 
There were 20 of these races during the 
season. In return for this the L. A. W. 
made the riders, who followed the cir- 
cuit, race at each of these 20 meets and 
thus secured to the promoters star at- 
tractions at all the events. 


"It was through this that the first 


friction arose. On Labor day the na- 
tional circuit meet was scheduled for 
Springfield, Mass. On the eame date a 
meet was advertised at Chicago at 
which a puree of. M.OOO was hung up. 
Thei crack Bracers wanted to jump tbe 
Springfield affair:for. a chance at the big 
prize in Chicago. The L. A. W. refused 
to let them do so, for that would mean 
a severe loss to" the management at 
Springfield, ' who "had advertised that 
such men as Bald, Cooper and Gardiner 
would appear. The riders complained 
bitterly because they were not allowed 
to go to Chicago, forgetting that the 
league had secured them much more 
during the Season than they could get 
there. Malcontents were not slow to 
take advantage of this point to etir up 
strife against the vrganization in the 
minds of the riders. 


"A meeting took place, and it was pro- 


posed to form a league by which the 
racers and track owners should work 
togethen. Now, should they carry out 
their plans, it would not be many weeks 
before the track owners would be run- 


nop«f by this means that, should 
men be selected, the racera will com* to 
understand the workings of the oigani- 
zatlon aud see that it Is trying <o help 
then. At present many of theni think 
we are antagonistic to them and tbtli 
Interests. 


"Now, regarding the outlaws " contln. 


u*l Mr. McCarthy, "sevra of tr.e per- 
sons who are heading the revolt against 
the L A. W. a?e discontented men. 
They have formed a so called 'boaid of 
control,' wbl-h corresponds to the rac- 
ing board of the league. More than one 
name they have down as members of 
th-c board belong to men who have no 
desire to be included among their num-j 
her and have written to them, saying 
that their names are. used without au- 
thority and d-siring them to be remov- 
ed.

'Many of the professional racers who 


have taken part in unsanctloned events 
have d--no so because, like most of their 
class, they were 'broke at the end of 
the season. The only races being held 
were the outlawed ones, and they hoped 
to win more by ta)ci;,g part in them 
thin their fines win o mount to when 
the regular season opens, when most 
of them will pay up and be reinstated 
by ti<e league. They had to live, that's 
all, and took chances, and I don't blame 
them much." 


Mr. Frederick House, the well known 


New York lawyer who is the presi- 
dent of the National Cycling associa- 
tion, the chief opponent of the L. A. 
W., summed up the situation as it now 
exists in a manner that left no doubt 
as to his opinion of what the outcome 
would be. Said he: 


"Cycle racing has reached a stage of 
ts existence where it demands more 
consistent and conscientious- attention 
han it can ever hope to receive, from 
such a loosely drawn organization of 
ndividuals as is the L. A. W. That 
body annually changes its complement 
f officers, making a revision of the rac- 
ng department a natural sequence. 
Tbe track owner, tbe race promoting 
lub and the racing man are nonenti- 
ies, according to the league standpoint, 
nd are not to be trusted with the direc- 
ion of the sport in which they are all 
itally interested: 
"The most glaring inconsistency is the

Every year on the assem- 
ly floor the league era tors have insult- 
d the professional class, which con- 
ains just as many desirable members 
s come from the amateur ranks. The 
esire to be free from the league yoke 
ad imoldei-ed in the breast of the pro- 
ssional for many a day, and the ex- 
use to throw it off came last fall, when 
he riders made their stand at'TTenton.

NOT STRONG ENOUGH BY JUNE 


A*d Company Equipment Not in Pro 


per Shape Yet. Notices of Inspec- 


tion Issued. Col. Clark 


Doesn't Expect Reor- 


ganization. 


Word comes from Springfield that it 


has been settled that the First brigade 
of the state militia, in wiuch is tht 
Second regiment, will not do its usual 
week of camp duty UP til the latter part 
of August, or the first of September. 
Colonel Clark lias been in consultation 
over the matter in Boston with Bilga- 
clier General Matthews and Adjutant 
General Dalton. While no decision Iius 
vet been made, it is unofficially stated 
that the encampment goes over to the 
last part of the summer instead of 
being held the first full week in June, 
as has been the custom in late years. 


Some years ago it was customary for 


the Second to go into camp the first 
week in September. The weather was 
then generally good, but nights were 
very cool. Colonel Clark thinks that, 
on the whole, June weather is by far 
the best, but' knows that the men 
would not be in condition by that time, 
and chances are that September will 
find some still sick or liable to sudden 
attacks. 


Aside front the fact that the condi- 


tion of the men is such a* not to war- 
rant encampment in Jure, the regi- 
ment's equipment needs considerable 
patching up. When the men left Cuba 
the poor lot of uspd-up tents and other 
camp equipment were turned over to 
the government, the state receiving al- 
lowance for the same. Now the state 
xvill have to furnish new tents. Be- 
sides this, by no means are all the com- 
panies fitted out with new uniforms, 
etc., and these facts make the June 
meeting out of the question. 


Notices have been sent out to the 


captains of the companjes of the regi- 
ment that inspections will be made as 
soon as possible. 
An effort will be 


made to have the inspection on the 
regular drill nights. The men are or- 
dered to appear In fatigue dress and 
the captains will be prepared to sub- 
mit their company rolls to the inspect- 
ing officer.

It is prooable 
that this order will result in much 
careful drill practice being done dur- 
ing the coming weeks.

Springfield paper, to put any credit in 
the stories which, have been some 
weeks in circulation to the effect that 
the three Worcester companies, A, C 
and H, are to drop out of the Second 
and that in this district three noi\ 
companies will be formed, thus making 
the Second purely a Western Massa- 
chusetts organization. 
He believes 


that what bad feelings may exist be- 
tween the middle-state and western 
men will soon be a thing of the past. 
In case anything should happen, as has 
been predicted by ones speaking with- 
out authority, there would be no dif- 
ficulty in making up three new com- 
panies in this end of the common- 
wealth.
